Remarks 

This is responsive to the Office Action dated February 14, 2005. A response was due on or 
before March 14, 2005.

Claims 20 to 40 are pending upon entry of this amendment. Claims 1 to 10 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1 1 to 1 9 were previously cancelled. Claims 20 to 22 and 24 have been amended. 
Support for the amendments to claims 20 to 22 and 24 exists in the specification. No new matter has 
been added. Accordingly, entry of the amendments to claims 20 to 22 and 24 is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 30 to 40 have been added. Support for the subject matter of newly added claims 30 to 
40 exists in the specification. Accordingly, entry of newly added claims 30 to 40 is respectfully 
requested. 

The Examiner has issued a restriction requirement against the claims as previously filed. 
There are two groups of claims in the outstanding restriction requirement, they are as follows: 

Group I: Claims 1-10 (drawn to a radiation curable composition); and\ 
Group II: Claims 20-29 (drawn to a composite object) 

Applicants elect the invention of Group n, namely claims 20 to 29, without traverse. 

Additionally, since claims 20 to 29 depend, either directly or indirectly, from newly added 
claim 30, it is believed that no further restriction/election requirement is warranted. Accordingly, 
prosecution on the merits should proceed with currently pending claims 20 to 40.
